The department 
has warned lumbermen Canada can¬ 
not expect to enjoy the British lum¬ 
ber preference If It makes its lumber 
from, logs imported from s foreign 
country. 

In reply, lumbermen state that, on 
account of the loggers* strike, they 
cannc* secure sufficient log supplies 
In British Columbia. They are ask¬ 
ing Mr. Pattullo to seek to avoid the 
ban on UB. Importations until the 
B.C. logging situation adjusts Itself. 
The Premier has the whole question 
under advisement and plans to confer 
on K with departmental officials. He 
had nothing to say to-day about the 
attitude of the government.
